NEW om ANS (La.) Jan. 27.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] A cold wave of in- 
tense severity struck the lower Gulf 
Coast early this morning. 

Tonight the orange growers on the 
lower coast, for the first time this 
winter, started thousands of fires, and 
“smudged” the groves to prevent the 
rediation of the heat. 

The superiority of the meteorological 
service has been established, for the 
temperature in the orange belt, as pre- 
dicted. got down to 2% deg. tonight, 
with sleet in some sections. 

The growers had ample time to. pro- 
tect their trees, and it is now hoped no 
material damage will result.

EW YORK, Jan. 27.—[{Exclusive 
Jispatch.] Ten thousand persons 
had to be turned away last night 
from a meeting in the Hippodrome to 
protest against the attitude of the 
French government toward the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. 

Every seat and every inch of stand- 
ing room in the great theater was 
taken, and for more than two hours 
the audience was kept at the height 
of keenest enthusiasm by the ad- 
dresses of Archbishop Farley, Judge 
James Fitzgerald, John J. Delaney 
John G. Agar, and others. 

In anticipation of the crush the 
police tions were more far- 
reaching than has been found neces- 
sary in New York since Dowle held 
his meetings in the Madison Square 
Garden.

Cruz Rojas, a Mexican laborer, was 
shot and killed shortly before daylight 
vesterday morning in the roadway near 
the intersection of Wilson and Atlantic 


either of having commited the murder, 
or of knowing who did kill the man, 
are five other Mexicans. The police ad- 
mited last night, however, that they 
did not know who fired the fatal shots. 
and that their evidence against the five 
prisoners is not strong enough to jus 
ify the filing of a formal complaint 


held until the detectives have had more 
of an opportunity to work on the case. 
Three shots fired in rapid succession 
aroused the neighborhood and the 
sound of several men running away 
from the scene was heard. Several per- 
sons residing in that vicinity left their 
homes to investigate the shooting. and 
they found the dead bedy of Rojas 
lying in the roadway. He had been shot 
through the back, the bullet passing 
through his body. On the back of his 
head wes an ugly wound which had 
evidentiy been made with a club. 

The detectives who were put to work 
on the case soon learned that Rojas 
had been a member of a party of M 
leans who had spent Saturday night in 
@ drinking bout at which all the mem- 
bers of the party became intoxicated. 
With five companions Le started home 
and was murdered on the way. E. Mar- 
tinez, his brother. PF. Mertines, Fran- 
Cisco Franko, Calentino Cvelle and 
Maico Quintana were the men who 
had started home with the victim. and 
vefore dark last night all of them hed 
been arrested. Blood was found on the 
clothing of all the prisoners. The stairs 
were most plentiful on the person of 
©. Martinez. They showed on his haz. 
his coat and his trousers. and he could 
not give a satisfactory explanation of 
how they came there. The officers went 
to work upon the theory that Martinez 
had committed the murder, but last 
night the police admitted that they had 
no positive evidence against any of the 
men in custody. It ts known that there 
had been 4 fight at the drinking bout, 
and that some blood wage pied. It 
Alo known that the victim of the mur- 
fer was one of several men engaged in 
the fight but who the others are the 
detectives have been wnable to learn. 
Nearly all the five prisoners declare 
that while they were going home with 
Rojas, three shote were ‘fred at the 
crowd from behind and Fojas fel! 0 
the ground. The others fled, they say, 
in order to escape lens shot by the 
unknown assassin.

DIFFERENT TYPES.

Bushnell plans were approved by 
Washington, and a turtie-shaped boat 
holding air enough to perfhit the single 
operator to remain under water halt 
an hour was built. The operator suc- 
ceeded in getting under the bottoms of 
several of the. British vessels, but 
found them copper sheathed, which 
prevented the attaching of the torpe- 
does with a screw as had been the 
plan. It was the primitive character of

SUBMARINE OF LONG AGO. 

During the Civil War a submarine 
constructed by an Indiana shoemaker 
was employed by the Confederates in 
Charleston Harbor, and they succeeded 
with it in sinking the crulser Housa- 
tonic. The boat was a cigar-shaped 
craft carrying a crew of nine, and was 
propelled by oars ingeniously equipped. 
It has been claimed that she was run- 
ning practically on the surface when 
she made her attack and that there- 
fore her effectiveness as a submarine 
Was not fully demonstrated. 

It remains, however, the only in- 
stante when a submarine has been 
successfully employed in actual war- 
fare, and the manner of the attack wil 
never be known, for the explosiun ot 
the torpedo which sent the cruiser fr 
the bottom did the same thing for the 
submarine, and there it still rests, © 
tomb of fron for the nine intrepid mer 
who formed her crew.

Gen. Lea, the Los Angeles boy 
who became a military officer of the 
China reform movement, is about to 
make his literary debut.

Lea was drawn as an election officer 
and was subjected to a severe physical 
strain.

In February World's Work he hes 
an interesting article about the Chi- 
nese Exciusion Act. 

Another article will soon appear in 
the World Today. 

His first novel will be published in 
the near future, business negotiations 
with the publishers being now in 
progress, the novel having already 
been accepted. 

It bears the grewsome name—“Ling 
Chee.” 

Ling chee is the agreeable method of 
Chinese execution consisting of chop- 
ping folks up into hash. The execu- 
tioner cuts a siice off and-comes back 
next day and cuts off some more until 
the victim is dead. P 

The purport of the novel. however. 
is a fearful roast of the missionaries 
in China. Three of the characters are 
white people; all the rest are Chinese. 
It is woven around a Chinese love 
story. 

Gen. Lea has also published a work 
on military science written in Chinese 
and is arranging for an article on the 
political development of China for an 
American magazine. 

Gen. Lea graduated from the Los 
‘Angeles High School in 1896 and went 
to Stanford, where he gained a great 
and rather mysterious standing with 
the Chinese of San Francisco. Later he 
went to China and became identified 
with the Chinese feform movement, 
taking part, he says, in severa) battle 
againat the troops of the Empress. 

Since returning to Los Angeles he 
has always acted as guide and friend 
to the distinguished Chinese who came 
to Los Angeles, such as Leong Kal 
Chew and Kang Yu Wel. | 

Gen. Lea says his work on military

FIRST SERVICE IN HANDSOME 
NEW EDIFICE.

First United’s Congregation Free 
from Debt and With Bright Pros- 
pects—Rev. John M. Ross Preaches 
in the Morning and in Afternoon 
Number of City Ministers Speak.

Impressive ceremnonies marked the 
dedication of the First United Pres- 
byterian Church yesterday morning. 
Entirely free from debt. and with a 
bright prospect for the future the con- 
gregation heid its first service in one 
of the handsomest houses of worship 
In Los Angeles. 

Signal success has crowned the plans 
of the members. Having outgrown 
their former church home, at the cor- 
ner of Eighth and Hill streets, they 
sold the property for $108,000, many 
times the purchase price. The build- 
ing was razed and the congregation 
worshiped in a hail. 

Then the property at the corner of 
Ninth and Figueroa streets was pur- 
chased and improved with a red brick 
edifice, which has cost $65,000. The por- 
tion of the site which was not utilised 
for building purposes, is valued at 
$26,000. This is more than enough to 
meet the cost of the parsonage, which 
was erected for the accommodation of 
Rev. Will W. Logan, who will celebrate 
the eleventh anniversary of his pas- 
torate next Sunday.
